36. that 
ſhould come crouching, and ſeek to be 
put into the Prieſts Office,that they might 
cat 2 piece of Bread. Herctofore there was 
required ſplendour of Parentage to recom- 
mend any one to the Prieſthood, as Joſe- 
phus witneſſes in a Treatiſe which. he 
wrote of his own Life ; where he ſays, 
To have right to deal inthingsSacred,was, 
amongſt them, accounted an argument 
' of a Noble and [lluſtrious Deſcent. God 
would not accept the Offals of other Pro- 
 fefſions. Doubtleſs many rejeRed Chriſt, 
upon this thought, Thar he was the Car- 
penter's Son, who would have embraced 
him, had they known him to have been 
the Son of David. The preferring unde- 
ſerving perſons to this great ſervice, was 
eminently Jeroboam's Sin, and how Jerobo- 
am's praCtice and offence has been conti- 
nued amongſt us in another guiſe, is not 
unknown: For has not Learning unqua- 
liffed men for approbation to the Mini- 
Rtery ? Have not Parts and Abilities been 


O 3 reputed | 
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reputed Enemies to Grace, and qualities Þ . 


no ways Miniſterial 2 While Friends, Fa- 
Aion, Well-meaning, and little underſtanding, 
have been Accompliſhments beyond Stu- 
dy and the Univerſity; and to falſihe a 
ſtory of Converſion, beyond pertinent 
Anſwers and clear Reſolutions to the hard- 
_ eſt and moſt concerning Queſtions. So 
that matters haye been brought to this 
paſs, That.ifa man amongſt his Sons had 
any blind, or disfigured, he laid him a- 
Jide for the Miniſtery ; and ſuch an one 
was preſently approved, as having a 
mortified Countenance, In ſhort, it was a 
fiery Furnace, which often approved 
Droſs arid reje&ted Gold. Burt thanks 
be to God, thoſe Spiritual Wickedneſſes are 
now diſcharged from their high places. 
Hence it was that many ruſhed into the 
Miniſtery, as being the only Calling, 
_ that they could profeſs without ſerving 
an Apprenticeſhip, Hence alſo we had 
thoſe that could preach Sermons, but not 
Defend them, The reaſon of which ' is 


clear, becauſe the Works and Writings of 
Learned men might be borrowed, but 
not the Abilities. Had:indeed the Old 
Levitical Hierarchy {till continued ; in 
which it was part of the Miniſterial Of- 
fice to flay the Sacrifices, . to cleanſe the 
Veſſels, to ſcour the Fleſh-forks, ro ſweep 
the Temple, and carry the filth and rub- 
biſh ro the .Brook K{'dron, no perſons 
living had been fitter for the | Miniſtery, 
and to ſerve in this nature at the Altar. 
But fince it is made a labour of the mind ; 
as to inform mens Judgments, and move 
cheir Aﬀections, to reſolve difficult places 
of Scripture, to decide and clear off 
Controverſies, I cannot {ce how to be a 
Butcher, Scavinger, or any other ſuch 
Trade, does at all qualifie, or prepare 
men for this work. Bur as unfit as they 
were, yet to clear a way for ſuch into 
the Miniſtery, we have had almoſt all 
Sermons full of gibes and ſcoffts at Hu- 
mane Learning. Away with vain Phi- 
 boſophy, with the diſputer of this world, and 
O 4 the 
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the enticing words of man's wiſdom, and ſet 
up the- fooliſhneſs of Preaching, the ſumpli. 
City of the Goſpel : Thus Divinity has been 
brought in upon the.ruines of Humanity , 
by forcing the Words of the Scripture 
from the ſence, and then haling them to 
the warſt of drudgerics, to ſet a Jus Di- 


vinum upon ignorance and imperfection, 


and recommend Natural Weakneſs for 
Supernatural Grace. . Hereupon the Ig. 
norant have took heart to venture upon 
this great Calling, and inſtead of cutting 
their way to it, according to the nſual 
courſe, through the knowledge of the 
tongues, the Study af Philoſaphy, School.- 
divinity, the Fathers and Councils, they 
have taken another and a ſhorter Cur, 


and having read perhaps a Treatiſe or ' 


' two wpon the heart, the bruiſed Reed, the 
Crumbs of Comfort, Wollebius in Engliſh, 
and ſome. other little Authors, the uſu. 
al Furniture of Old Womens Cloſets, 
they have ſct forth as accompliſhed Di. 
yines, and forthwith chey preſent them. 
| ſelves 
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ſelves to the Service; and there have not 
been wanting Jeroboam's as willing to con- 
ſecrate, and receive them, as they to of- 
fer themſelves. And this has been one 
of the moſt fatal, and almoſt irrecove. 
rable blows that has been giyen to the 

Miniftery. | 

And this may ſuffice concerning the 
ſecond way of Embaſing God's Minifters; 
namely by entruſting the Miniſtery with 
raw, unlearned, ill-bred Perſons ; fo that 
what Solomon ſpeaks of a Proverb, in the 
mouth of a Fool, the ſame may be ſaid 
of the Miniſtery veſted in them, that it 
is like a Pearl in a ſwine's ſnout. 

I proceed now to the ſecond -thin 

ropoſed in the Diſcuſſion of this Do- 
ay which is to ſhew, how the Emba. 
ling of the Miniſters tends to the deftru- 
ction of Religion. r 

This it does two ways. 

1. Becauſe it brings them under ex- 
ceeding ſcorn and contenyprt ; and then, 
let none think Religion it ſelf ſecure : 

£ Fox 
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heads, as to be able ro Abſtract, ſuch 
ſubtil conceptions, as: to ſeparate the 
Man from the Miniſter, or. to conſider 
the ſame perſon under a double capacity, 
and fo honour him as a Divine, while 
| they deſpiſe him as poor. - But ſuppoſe 
they could, yet Actions cannot diſtin- 


guiſh,. as Conceptions do, and therefore: 


every Act of Contempt ſtrikes at both, 
and unavoidably wounds the Miniſtery 
through the fides of the Miniſter. And 
we muſt know, that the leaſt degree of 
Contempt ecking Religion, becauſe ir 
is abſolutely contrary to the nature of it. 

Religion properly conlifting in a reveren- 
tial eftcem of things Sacred. Now, that 
which'"in any meaſure weakens Religion 
will ar length deſtroy it : For the weaken- 

ing of a- thing is only a partial deſtructi- 
on of it. Poverty and meanneſs of con- 
dition expoſe the Wieſt to ſcorn, ir be- 
ing natural for men to place their eſteem, 
rather upon things Great than Good ; 

| and 
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' For the Vulgar have not fuch Logical TIF 
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the beſt Pokey. 

and the Poct obſerves, that this Irfelix 
Paupertas has nothing; in it more intole- 
rable than:this, That it renders men Ri- 
diculous. ' 'And then, how eafie and na- 
tural it-is for Contempt to pals from 
the Perſon : to the Office, from him 
that ſpeaks, to the thing that he ſpeaks 
of, Experience proves. Counſel being 
ſ cldam valued ſo much for the Truth 
of the thing, as the Credit of him thar 
gives it. . Obſerve an excellent paſſage 
to this purpoſe in Eccl. 9. 14, 15. We 
have an account of a little City with 
few men in it, beſi leged by a great and, 
potent King, and inthe 15. v. we read 
that there was found in it a poor Wiſe man, 
and he by his wiſdom delivered the City. A 
worthy ſervice: indeed, and certainly we 
may expect that ſome honourable Re- 
compence ſhould follow it ; a Deliverer 
of his Country, and that in fach diſtreſs 
could not but be advanced : but we 


find a contrary event in the next words 


of the ſame verſe, Net none remembred that 


ſame 
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fame poor man ? why ? what ſhould be 
the reaſon ? Was he not a man of parts 
and Widdom? and is not Wifdom ho- 
nourable? Yes, but he was poor : But was 
he not alſo ſucceſsfull, as well as wiſe 2 
true; but ſtill he was poor : And once 
grant this, and you cannot keep off thar 
unavoidable ſequel in the next verſe, The 
poor man's wiſdom is deſpiſed, and his, words 
are not heard.

of this? certainly the magnificence, the 
pomp and ſplendour of ſuch a Structure:

- She eſtemed this as much 
above his Wiſdom, as Aﬀtonifhment is 
beyond bare Admiration.- She admired 
his Wiſdom, but ſhe adored his Magni- | 
ficence. So apt is the mind, even of wiſe 
perſons, to be ſurprized with the ſuperft- | 
cies, or circumſtance of things, and va- 
lue, or undervalue Spirituals, accordin 
to the manner of their External Appea- - 
rance. ' When Circumſtances fail, the 
| ſubſtance ſeldom long furvives, cloaths 
are no part of the Body, yet take away 
cloaths, and the Body will die. Livy ob- 
 Afſerves of Romulas,that being to give Laws 
to his new Romans, he found no better 
way to procure an eſteem and reverence 
to them, than by firſt procuring it to him- 
ſelf, by ſplendour'of Habit and Retinue; 
and other ſigns of Royalty. And' the 
wiſe Numa, his Succeſſor, took the ſame 
courſe to. enforce his Religious Laws,

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namely, by giving the ſame Pompto the 
Prieft, who was to diſpenſe them. Sa- 
cerdotem- creavit, inſign:zque eum' Veſte, &: 
curuli Regia ſell; adornavit. - Thar is, he 
adorned him with a rich Robe, and a 
. royal. chair of State. And in our Judi- 
catures,take away the Trumper, the Scar- 
ler, the Attendance, and the-Lordſhip, 
Which would be'to make Juſtice Naked, 
as well as Blind; and the Law-would loſe 
miuch-of its Terror, and conſequently of 
iis Authority.

can be more villainous and deteftable , 
than it is really _ Senſleſs and Impoli- 
tick.
